Isthmian Canal Commission for 
two 


pipe line dredges to be used at La 
Boca and Cristobal. Under the orig- 
inal specifications bids were-asked for 
on these dredges delivered 
in this 


country. 
The nev/ specifications ask 


for proposals on the dredges delivered 
ready Cor work in Panama, one on the 
Pacific side of the isthmus and 
the 


other on the Atlantic side. Proposals

knocked down in Panama. 


These dredges are required for har- 


bor work, as well as for dredging at, 
the ends of the canal. The commis- 
sion now has two dipper dredges at 
work in Panama and a third dredge 
of this description is now building for 
the commission.
